& B.C. Railway, for Kerschell Island, 
three thousand miles to the north. 
Mr. Fry, who has seen five years' ser- 
vice with the Eskimos, is just return- 
ing from a two years’ furlough, during 
which he paid a visit to England, He 
was married on April 25th to Miss C, 
L. Peddie, daughter of Mr, and Mrs, 
Win, Peddie, Brantford, Ontario. 

The journey to Herschel! Island will 
occupy three months They will 
travel to Peace River, where they will 
embark on the Hudson Bay Company's 
steamer “Athabasca,” which will take 
them to Vermilion chutes. They will 
thence go by way ot the Peace, Slave 
and Mackenzie rivers to the far north 
outpost.

The Blonde Eskimos, 

. Fry, it will be remembered, 
in effort two or three years ago 
th the famous Blonde Eskimos, 
but had to return when he was at Cape 
Bexley, ninety miles from where he 
expected to see them, At the present 
time, thiee Anglican missionaries, 
Messrs. Girling, Merritt, and Hoare, 
are on a similar venture, 

Herschell Island, where Mr, and Mrs 
Fry will make their headquarters, was 
one of the first Anglican stations — es- 
tablished on the Arctic coast, but was 
abandoned for some years on account 
of the hostility of the natives. Tn re- 
cent years, however, the Eskimos have 
embraced Christianity, and in res- 
ponse to their requests a permanent 
station is now to be established. 

Mr. Fry states that quite recently 
the last of the old Eskimo chiefs, Obai- 
youk, died at Kitigaugzuit, 250 miles 
east of Herschell Island,

Territories act, up to the present, so 
far as the sale of liquor is concerned, 
the north country—that portion of the 
rovinee lying to the north of parallel 
55—will come under the operation of 
the new uct, the same as the rest of 
the province, on July 1, This also ap 
vlies to the local option district — of 
Cardston, all existing legislation being 
repealed 

With respect to the north country, 
Chief License Inspector Forster states 
that the liquos license ordinance in ef- 
fect now will, about the middle of the 
month, be repealed by order-in-coun- 
cil, This will mean that the, area will 
he for some two weeks nominally un- 
der the existing law, at the end of 
which period the legislation passed at 
the last session of the legislature will 
automatically come into operation, 

Section 92 of the North-West Ter- 
ritories act requires that special pec- 
mission shall oe given by the  Lieut.- 
Governor-in-council before liquor ts 
either manufactured or sold in’ this 
section of the province, and it was in 
pursuance of this seetion that the 
crder-in-council was issued in 1897 al- 
iowing permits to be issued to individ- 
vals, This is the law now in operation 
in the district. 

But when the new act comes into 
effect a householder can, according to 
section 55, have in his possession two 
gallons of beer and one quart of 
whisky, which must, of course, be im- 
ported from outside the province, The 
act, however, absolutely prohibits the 
carrying of liquor on the person, and 
the householder must obtain his sup}
